Mr. Thompson employed one HENRY 0. CHENYV.'ORTH white male age 
a op. 35 * 6*3 dark hair, about Two weeks_ before president was 
slain He gave his address as £06 ’E. 7th. St. Dallas. 

He worked up to the week end of Nov. 33nu. Did not show up tor 
work on Monday the 85th. The shop was open that aate. He came 
back and worked Tuesday trie 86th. The next time be snowea up was 
F??daf the £9th. he cie by early and stated he was leaving ana would 
! end some one by to pick up his check later in the day. Around noon 
he returned to the shop and Mr. Thompson paid him ana asneu mm when 
he would be bacic to work. He stated he did not knoY 7 , tn^t his 
brother in Jasper Texas was sick, in the hospital ana whey wanted him 
to go. there to s ay with his Drotner. 

Mr. Thompson has not seen him since. Thompson stated that 

the president was slain he heard Chenyworth say to another employee, 

■Rpnnv peeves. *T bet X will know 7 who did it by morning* 

When Chenywortn picked up his meek he also remarked to Reeves, . 

*1 dont know whether I will be around by morning, I may be m a ail 

Mr Thompson stated after reading the paper he thought possibly 
if tne story were authentic this suojeck ma, have been the other 
man refereb to as being vd.th Oswald, 

Thompson stated Two or Three times while subject worked for him 
he was picked up in afternoon when getting out uuty b., woman an l .g 
a 55 to 1 5d Fora a dirty white ana light orown two tone color. 

That as many as Two or Three people were in the car on One or two 
occasions Subject stayed preety well to himself an., was a good wo 
°ork!r° He uiftalk about the good deer hunting around Jasper ana 
haa planned to go to Jasper the week end the president was kilxea. 
Unknown Vihether he go to Jasper. 

About Dec '-tb, a young white male came to thompsons otiice and 
anplii for a job/statea he lived at £06 E. 7th. St. also he was 
not hired as was not needed. This morning the same man came °/ 
again and atnlieu for work. Thompson states Cyenywor th v.ore very
